ENGLISH BAPTIST MISSION. 
{From London publications for March, just received at 
the O;sce ef the Watchman. ]} 

Many of our readers are aware that Mr. W. H. Pearce 
has long combined active Missionary exertions with his 
,bours in the Society's printing office at Calcutta. The 
following extracts from his pen will communicate some 

formation as to the result and enlargement of these la- 
bours, and exemplify the spirit in which they are carried 
on 

January, 7, 1830. Yesterday I had in my con- 
gregation, eight inquirers from a village called 
i baree, 50 miles from Calcutta, where three fam- 
ilies have thrown off caste the last month, so that 
the professed Christians now form a body of up- 
wards of 50 individuals. I rejoice to say that 
among them are several whom I hope soon to 
propose for baptism. We baptized one last month, 
and expect two others, both natives of Hindos- 
tan, to join our native church next month. Yes- 
terday, also, two were added to our English 
church, and others, we trust, are under divine 
impressions. 

wlucust 25. 
to us a new and very encouraging sphere of la- 
hour in the village of Kharee, 50 miles south of 
Calcutta ; from which village, on good evidence 
of conversion, two were baptized last month, and 
four more are to be baptized to-morrow. Many 
more are growing in knowledge, and we verily 
believe, in grace: and the knowledge of “Christ 
crucified” is rapidly spreading allaround the vil- 
lage and neighbourhood. Another young man 
fiom Caleutta, about whom I hope to send you 
an interesting account, is also to be baptized to- 
morrow: and a Portuguese lady, acquainted only 
with the native language, is also received into the 
native chureh. 

You are probably aware that for the last twelve 
months, with the approbation of my dear breth- | 
ren, I have statedly ministered to the native 
church: I engaged to do it provisionaly.—They 
have now requested me to hecome their settled 
pastor.—The English church has given me their 
sanction, and kindly appointed an evening for 
special prayer for God’s blessing on Way fitnre

“In Idol demolisded by a devotee. 
The following account, from the Caleutta Mis- 
Heralil, of the demolition of the stone 
image of a heathen goddess, was communicated 
na letterto the Editor, by a friend resident in 
Avra:— 

\ circumstance took place here some time ago, 
which caused a great sensation amongst the na- 
tives in Agra. During the hot season the small- 
pox was very prevalent here, and carried off nume- 
bers of the natives. A native named Moolchund, 
a potter by trade, had an only son, on whom he 
doated; the poor child (about four years old) 
caught the disorder; the father, anxious for the 
life of bis only child, hastened to the shrine of 
the goddess 'Bhuwanee, or Sheeta, who is sup- 
posed to preside over this disease, and vowed to 
present her with a rich offering in cattle if she 
would spare his darling son. As the child grew 
worse, the father grew more importunate with 
the false goddess for his life, until about the twen-| 
tieth day of his illness, when the infant died.— 
Distracted at his loss, with bitter lamentations, he 
began to upbraid himself for his folly, in placing 
his confidence in a mass of stone; for he was 
sure she could be no goddess, or his promise of 
so rich an offering, or cries and tears, would have 
moved her to have pity on him. Filled with this 
idea, and wrought up to a pitch of distraction by 
his loss, he sallied forth from his house, armed 
with a pickaxe, and bent his course toward the 
shrine, determined to be revenged on the false or 
unprop tious deity.

Providentially the priests 
were not present to interrupt him, as the wretch- | 


ed state of mind he was in might have led to 
bloodshed. The few devotees present fled at his 

»proach, and left him to deal with Bhuwanee as 
he listed. He was not idle, for in a few minutes 
the god:less lay in pieces at his feet. Those who 
flel gave the alarm, and in a few minutesa great 
! ber assembled, and in the height of their 
zeal were for tearing him in pieces. Some chu- 


prasees appeased the multitude, and promised to 
take charge of him. and convey him to the mag- 
strate to answer for his impious conduct: this 
appeared to give satisfaction to the majority, and 
was aboutto be put into execution, when some 
trahmins, (who, no doubt, were fully aware of the 
consequences, should they thus make the affair 
P iblie persuaded the pe ople that Moolehund 
was out of his mind, and by this means he eseap- 
ed out of their hands. A Mr.- Cussins, of the 
Chureb Missionary Society, (who has kindly fur- 
nished me with a e« py of his letter to Rev. Mr. 
(‘orrie on the subject, and from which I have 
drawn the substance of what I have stated,) 
shortly after visited him, and found him desirous 
of learning the way of life more fully: the con- 
sequence was, he removed to the Missionary pre- 
mises, and though he has not made an open pro- 
fession of Christ, yet he says, that though he was 
blind, he now sees. His family have used every 
endeavour to draw him back, but as yet have not 
prevailed.

Extracts of letters from the Rev. James Thomas, to the 
se retary 
From our Report you will perceive that at Cal- 
cutla, and, indeed, at all the stations occupied by 
the Society in India, a portion of success has 
Leen vouchsafed, and a greater number of con- 
verts from among the brethren, or others, has 
been added to our churches, than in any former 
year for a considerable period. In a igtter I re- 
ceived four days ago, you say, “ We shall be glad 
to receive further intelligence respecting the vil- 















lages nine converts have been received, and there 
are others who afford pleasing hopes. We might, 
I am persuaded, have received double that num- 
ber or still more, but we have felt anxious to cb- 
tain full satisfaction as to the fitness of candidates, 
and to avoid, if possible, the bitterness arising 
from desertion. Hitherto our new converts bare 
stoed their ground well, while two, if I mistake 
not, have died in the faith, leaving a sweet sa- 
vour behind them. It is through the Christian 
deportment and pious zeal of one or more of these 
converts, that other persons have more recently 
come to Calcutta as inquirers, and repeated their 
visit again and again, though they come a dis- 
tance of probably not much lees than fifty miles. 
Brother W. H. Pearce, who has had chiefly to do 
with them, seems much pleased with them.— 
Paunchoo has been once to their village, and 
gives a very encouraging account of the treat- 
ment he received, and the readiness with which 
persons heard the Gospel, and received tracts. 

Amidst our pleasures, we bave had mourning, 
for we feel our loss. You will probably have re- 
ceived intelligence from some other of my breth- 
ren, ere thisreaches you, of the death of our very 
dear sister Penny and will consequently know to 

I refer, Yes; she has entered into glory, 

and her works do follow her ; she bas been trans- 
lated, but before her translation she obtained this 
testimony, that she pleased God! She died the 
24th of December. On the Monday, when we 
all thought her on the point of departing, she was 
very happy, and joined with great energy ia sing- 
ing parts of several hymns, and in prayer, adding 
her hearty amen. Nothing but Christ or divine 
things, seemed to possess the least attraction; 
she appeared entirely abstracted from every thing 
and every body, though she knew, and could call 
persons by their names. Death had no terrors, 
she knew that her Redeemer lived, and could, and 
did entrust her all to him. 
Our English congregation bas improved.— 
hepe our native friends of Portuguese ex- 
traction are improving in divine things; they 
attend pretty well, and seem interested. I in- 
tend shortly to baptize a woman of Portuguese ex- 
traction, and, perhaps. a Mussulman, who hasbeen 
sometime employed in my Hindoostanee school. 
I rather think I must turn my Hindoostanee 
school into an English and Bengalee school ; but 
‘tw Mussulmen seein disposed to come, while 
Hindoos are all anxiety to learn English, and 
with the utmost readiness take the New Testa- 
ment or other portions of the Word of God, as a 
class book. J have near’a dozen in daily atten- 
dance, and think it probable that by employing 
a suitable person to teach English and Bengalee, 
I shall soon have the school-room filled. 1 am 
looking after a piece of ground on which to erect 
a Bungalow for preaching: the spot I have fixed 
on, seems likely to secure both Mussulmans and 
Hindoos as hearers. I have recently corrected 
the last proof of a Tract in Hindoostanee, which I 
had previously prepared ; it consists of a number 
of the principal prophecies of the Old Testament, 
relating to Christ, with the account of their ful- 
filinent, in the language of the New Testament, 
with a preface and closing address to the reader. 
I have just completed another Tract, which 1 
have enlled “ Reasons for not being a Mussu!- 
man ;” itisnow with brother Yates for his exam- 
ination; if approved by him, it will immediately 
be put to press, at the expense of the Cafcutta 
Christian Tract and Book Society,—4000 copies. 
[ hope it will be of use. It bears immediately 
on the controversy between us and the Mussul- 
mans, and is an attempt to disprove the claims of 
Mahomet to the prophetic character, and to 
prove that the Koran is not the Word of God; 
but at the same time presenting to view some of 
our reasons for believing the Scriptures, together 
with the provision made in them for the salva- 
tion of sinful man. I have endeavoured to avoid 
all angry words, but to use hard and convincing 
arguments ; how far I have succeeded I must 
leave for time to prove. 

April 26, 1830. Last week the very welcome 
packet of magazines, &e, came to hand. Many, 
many thanks to you and the Committee for them, 
and still more numerous, and more devout thanks 
to the Father of all mercies and the God of all 
grace for the gratifying intelligence they contain. 
The three little volumes from the publications 
of the Tract Society, in which I find your hand- 
writing, are very acceptable, and from what I have 
already felt while reading “ Dying Thoughts,” 
I hope to derive much soul benefit from their 
perusal. We need something to stir us up, quick- 
en and animate ys, especially in a country like 
this; so, at least, Ilo, and the more we feel re- 
ligion to be our own individual concern, and the 
more we are stirred up to pursue it with ardour 
as the great business of life, the better are we 
prepared to teach others, and to meet with cour- 
age the varied difficulties and discouragements 
connected with our work. 

We are greatly rejoiced to hear of the manner 
in which the Lord has inclined the hearts of the 
people in England to come forward to your help, 
and that such a disposition seems to expand and 
strengthen. Three more heralds dispatched to 
the West! and tivo or three candidates for the 
East! I hardly know in what language to ex- 
press the thankfulness and delight I feel, and am 
ready to repeat the angels’ song, with which the 
heavens resounded when the Saviour made his 
appearance in this sinful world, 


* Glory to God in the highest, 
On earth peace, good will towards man.” 


We shall brail the arrival of one or two, but we 
have need of many more; you should have at 
least two or three more Missionaries in Calcutta 
and its vicinity, and then as to other places the 
wants are exceedingly great. I earnestly wish 
you may be enabled to send out a much greater 
number than heretofore, and that they may not 
be so widely scattered over the face of the coun- 
try as in years gone by: if you cannot keep two 
Missionaries at one station, let the stations be so 
near as to admit of intercourse and co-operation, 
and, in case of illness or death, of one looking 
after the concerns of two stations, without the ne- 
cessity of suspending operations for one, two, or 
three years, tillanew brother arrives. How much 
ground, labour, money, yes, and probably suceess, 
has been lost by a want of agents, or by their 
being so wide apart as to be unable to aid orsuc- 
ceed each other in times of sickness, or when 
death has removed any of their number. Many 
hear and read with apparent attention, and some 
seem to feel; many express their convictions that 
Christianity will shortly prevail, My boys’ school 
gets on very well, often forty or upwards present, 
and numbers are waiting for admission. In my 
Bengalee and English schoo', out of upwards of 
fifty names, I believe theré are nearly forty names 
of Brahmins ; indeed I have hardly any but youths 
of this class. Ob! that they may become priests 
of the Lord Jesus Olrist.

was sung. I was at this time employed in giving 
away tracts to the spectators. After the hap- 
tism, the Lord’s Supper was administered by bro- 
ther Yates. Through the influence of caste, the 
natives are closely linked together, and the con- 
version of one or two in a village will be likely 
not only to break the caste, but to bring numbers 
out of it. Numbers are probably now preparing 
to throw off caste, and assume the Christian 
name. Let it not be supposed that this is mere 
theory. Something of the kind is now taking 
place in one or two of the villages whence our 
inquirers come. Many more have thrown away 
their caste than have been received by us: and 
the brother and a son of one of the native con- 
verts, who a few weeks ago refused to allow him 
to enter his house, have come to see him. “ My 
father has become a Christian,” said the son, 
“and I will become one too.” 


THE BIBLE IN TURKEY. 

Mr. Barker, in writing to the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, from Smyrna under date of the 3d of December, 
makes the following statements. 

The Armenian Schoolmaster of Broussa, who 
bought 100 New Testaments for his School, has 
since written for 200 more; and they are now on 
their way thither. I formed his acquaintance 
when he directed the Armenian School here; 
and, as he loves the Scriptures, I had no difficul- 
ty in persuading him to introduce the New Tes- 
tament in his school: and the children were made 
to translate it daily into Turkish, as an exercise. 
I} health obliged him to quit this place for Con- 
stantinople ; on his way thither, passing through 
Broussa, he was persuaded by the Armenians of 
that town to remain with them, and take charge 
of their school; and now he is distributing exten- 
sively the word of God in an important place, 
where before we had not the facility of so doing. 
Thus the Lord advances His work, and clearly 
points out to us how incapable we are of doing 
any thing without His pleasure and guidance. 

A few days back, I received from Mr. Schnell, 
of Adrianople, an account of the sacred Serip- 
tures sold by him at the fair and neighbourhood 
of Philippopoli: the number disposed of amounts 
to 306 volumes; in short, all those which he had 
taken with him thither. He has since attended 
a fair at Usingiova; and there also effected sales 
of the Scriptures. At his request, ] am prepar- 
ing to send‘him, by way of Enos, a fresh supply 
of beoks; but Tam sorry not to have sufficient 
Testaments in Russ to complete the number of 
100 which he requires: I shall send him my 
whole stock, consisting of 50 volumes; and niust 
request of you to send me others, with some Bi- 
bles, if they can be procured. My young man at 
Constantinople has drawn onthis Depot for more 
Ilebrew Bibles: and Iam now about to send 
hin all that I have, amounting to 48 volumes; 
and will write to Malta for more, where I find a 
stock exists of about 300 volumes: he must have 
sold, lately, a great many of these Bibles, for he 
had several by him when I quitted Constantino- 
ple. This-young man is kept actively employed : 
lately, he took a trip to the little group of small 
islands in the sea Marmora, called Prince’s Is- 
lands; by visiting the schools, and exhorting the 
people to purchase the sacred Scriptures, he dis- 
tributed 91 New Testaments: the inhabitants of 
these Islands are poor and very few in number; 
andthey gain their livelihood principally as, boat- 
men and fishers. 

At Univali, the sacred Scriptures find a mar- 
ket: I sent thither, beside those for two schools, 
45 New Testaments, as a trial, and shortly after- 
ward they were all sold ; in consequence of which, 
I forwarded a fresh supply to the poor Haivali- 
otes, who are now again returning fast to their 
country, andare rebhilding their town among its 
ruins. I sent, also, a few New Testaments to 
Pergamos, which were sold; and a further de- 
mand of 50 more has been made me since, which 
by this time must have reached that town. 246 
volumes of the sacred Scriptures were disposed 
of at Cresarea, and other places in that neigh- 
hourhood. 

The Smyrna Depot has issued, since I last ad- 
dressed you. 344 volumes ; but to these are to be 
added the 200 volumes sold for Broussa. Schools 
of Mutual Instruction are increasing at Smyrna 
and its villages, in which the sacred Scriptures 
are used as school-books. 








INTELLIGENCE FROM RUSSIA. 

In a previous number, mention has been made of 
Mr. Groves, an English missionary to Persia. ‘The 
cave of this intrepid and self-denying soldier of the 
cross is so remarkable, that some account of him 
wiil doubtless be interesting. Mr. Groves wasa 
pious layman whose heart burned within him to 
devote his lite to evangelizing the world. For ma- 
ny years the subject occupied his thoughts. About 
seven years since he published his hook on Chris- 
tian Devotedness, and soon after made up his mind 
to devote himself to the cause of missions. He was 
three vears in disposing of his property, and in stu- 
dying for the mission. During this period, fur two 
years, his wife occasioned him much trouble, on 
accour.t of her opposition in feeling and principle to 
her husband. At length she too beeame pious, 
and Mr. Groves made preparations to go to Persia 
asa missionary. The proceeds of his property 
vielded an annual income of one thousand pounds 
sterling.

They were Mohammedans, and threatened to be- 
head her, (and she was placed on the block for that 
purpose,) unless she would renounce her Saviour. 
Although a delicate and timid woman, and not 
then pious, she declared she would rather die than 
renounce Christianity. She afterwards persuaded 
an Alexandrian merchant to ransom her lor a con- 
siderable sum, assuring him that her husband 
would gladly reimbarse him, which he did. 

Mr. Parnel, son of Sir Henry Parnel, cffered 
himself last autumn to go with two missionaries 
and a sister of Mr. Groves, to assist and reinforce 
the Persian mission.—N. Y. Evangelist.

There is sometimes method of speaking upon this sab- 
ject, which carries the Wea to the mind, that sinners have 
the power of resisting au influence from God's Spirit by 
which he designed to change their will, but was prevenoted 
from accomplishing his purpose by their resistance. Such 
passages as these are brought to justify the opinion—“‘ My 
Spirit shall not always siripe with man.” Gen. vi. 3.— 
Ye stiff-necked, and uncircumcised in heart and ears, 
ye do always resist the Holy Ghost: as your fathers did, 
eo do ye.” Acts vii. 51.—“ How often would I have gath- 
ered thy children together, even as a hen cathereth her 
chickens under her wings, and ye would not.” Matt. xsiii. 
$7. That there is an operation upon the minds of some 
men, which does not issue in a saving change, is rendered 
exceedingly probable from the cases of Balaam, of Saul, 
of Judas; and of others, who appeared to have had great 
hight in their wnderstandings, but wo grace. The Jews 
alee, Whom Stephen reproved for their perverseness, are 
said to. bave been ‘cut to the heart” by the truths which 
he set before them, and which reproved their wickedness; 
and “ they gnashed on him with their teeth,” and stoned 
kim to death. They were probably the sabjects of great 
light, which might have been communicated to their minds 
by the Holy Ghost, bat which they resisted. Unregene- 
rate men are said to hate the light,—to shut their eyes lest 
they should se@e, and to stop their ears lest they should 
lrear,—and to do so “Jest they should be converted."— 
Doubdess men in the prerent day are the subjects of par- 
tual awakenings by the Spirit of God enlightening their 
consciences, showing them the reasonableness of submis- 
sion to the gotpel and the equity of God’s law. All these 








convictions, Which reach only the intellectual man, leav- 
ing the affections unchanged, may be resisted. No light 
in the understanding merely is capable of effecting that 
change, which the gospel declares to be indispensable to 
an entrance into the kingdem.of heaven. 

But that operation of the Holy Ghost which renews the 
soul, cannot be withstood. This influence is described in 
the Scriptures by such language as this—‘ The Lord open- 


ed the heart of Lydia, so that she attended to the things | 


that were spoken by Paul ;—“ thy people shall be willing 
in the day of thy power ;”—the disciples went forth and 
preached, ‘the Lord working with them ;”—“ our gospel 
came unte you not in word only, but in power, and in the 
Holy Ghost,” &c.—‘‘a new heart will I give you; and I 
will take away the stoney heart, and give you an heart of 
flesh,” i. e. a heart susceptible of holy impressions. Nov 


when God the Holy Ghost thus operates, there can be no | 


effectual resistance : for he declares “1 will work, and 
who shall let it?” or dare to prevent, or lift the hand of 
opposition. = 


It is well observed bv President Edwards, that the dis- 


pute about irresistible grace is aliogether unnecessary ; | 


for that influence on man by the Spirit which is saving, is 
directly on the will; and it is perfectly absurd to suppose 
that a moral agent can resist hisownwill. When the will, 
which always “chose the evil and refused the good,” is 
so renovated as to choose holiness and delight in it, the 
great object of the gospel is accomplished. How this re- 
newal of the will iseffected, or how men are bora of the 
Spirit, our Lord told Nicodemus was not to be explained ; 
but that when men are thus renewed, they are voluntary 
in their new choice, is a matter of consciousness to ail 


who are the subjects of grace. No violence, therefore, | 


is done to the will, nor are men acted upon as if they were 
machines. The old doctrine of the Catechism is, we be 
lieve, in harmony with the doctrine cf Christ—“ Effectual 


calling is 2 work of God's Spirit, whereby, convin« ing us 


of our sin and misery, enlightening our’minds in the know- 
ledge of Christ, and renewing our wills, he doth persuade | 


and enable us to embrace Jesus Christ, freely offered to us 
in the gospel.’’ To the objection, that the doctrine of re- 


generation by the Spirit of God represents mena: mere | 


machines, it has been wel! replied, “ Show us a machine 
which can act freely, and with intelligence, and we will 
acknowledge the objection to be a good one.” 

It is most satisfactory to reflect, that the experience of 
real Christians, thouch of very limited powers of mind, 


when analyzed with accuracy, is calculated to puzzle and | 


confound the most acute infidel, with all his array of soph- 
istry and vain philosophy. Real believers know, that they 
were “once blind, but now they see ;” and all the argu 
ments to prove that they do not sce, are as vain as they 
would be to persuade a blind man, who iad been restored 
to sight, that he was deluded in supposing that he perceiv- 
ed objects by the ere ; or that the sun did not shine, when 
he felt the warmth of its rays. 

Those passages in the Bible which represent obstruc- 
tions to the exercise of divine agency are not to be under- 
stood as implying any deficiency of power in the Spirit of 
God; but as exhibiting the great and incorrigible sins of 
the transgressors to whom reference is made. Thus when 
it is said, when Jesus was come into his own country, and 
taught in their synagogue, that he could do no mighty 
work there because of their unbelief,—the circumstance 
implies no want of power in Christ, but merely the har- 
dened state of the sinners there, who had Jong withstood 
all means, and that it was not consistent with his designs 


to pursue further measures with them in that state. And 


when it is said that ‘‘there is a sin unto death,” which | 


shall never be forgiven, this does not imply that there is 
any want of power in God to pardon, or any deficiency in 
the atonement of Christ; but that God has determined not 
to forgive that sin, and not to apply to such sinners the 
benefits of redemption by the blood of his Son. 


It is impossible to present any more powerful motives | 
J 
to repentance than are presented in the gospel; and men | 


Jabour in vain, and expend their energies fruitiessly, when 
they strive to invent new motives, not warranted by the 
word of God. This exhibits to us the love of God in the 
giftof his Son,—the love of Christ in voluntarily dying 
for the selvation of sinners,—the free gift of the Holy 
Ghost to every sinner, who Sincerely asks his blessed in- 
fluence —and the joy and unspeakable blessedness of hea- 
ven, as the reward of grace ;—and the misery and una- 
vailing regrets of a world of wo, as the endless portion 
of all, who despise and reject the free salvation in Christ 
Jesus. It is the gratuitous proclamation of redemption 
and pardon through ‘his blood, and of justification by his 
righteousness, which is to renovate a world of sinners.— 
That this gospel is to be published to all men for the obe- 
dience of faith, and that itis freely ofiered to “ whosoev- 
er will,” is a truth familiar to all who have received it, 
and known the grace of God in truth. All such are quali- 
fied to recommend it to others, as the happiest alleviation 
of the ills of mortality, and as the certain earnest of a bliss 
without end in the mansions of glory. The line of Young

In our paper of 
October 15, 1930, we inserted a letter of Robert Hall, co- 
pied from the Recorder, in which Mr. Hall thus remark- 
ed—* Our sentiments on the baptismal rite, ezemipt us from 
any temptation to lay an undue stress upon it. We con- 
sider it merely as the symbol of a Christian profession,” 
And in our paper of the next week, Oct. 22, we readily 
conceded a wel!-known fact, never denied by us, that Ro- 
bert Hall was the “opposer of close communion.”

| rounded with numerous friends. Soime are blest with great 
lwealth, and all the means of sensual delight. They have 
too the opportunity of great religious privileges,—xs the 
Sabbath, the preaching of the gospel, and the society and 

prayers of Christian friends. At death, all these will 
lrease. From the fact that the present life, the only season 
of probation, is rapidly passing away, the duty of immeci- 
ate repentance was earnestly urged and enforced. 

In the evening, the Rev. Dr. Taylor preached if Park- 
street, from Rev. xxii. 12—** Whosoever will, let him take 
of the water of life freely.” The general proposition was 
this—Salvation is freely offered to every sinner of eve- 
ry character who is willing to recejve it. The Doctor 
then proceeded to show what is implied in this willing- 
ness. It is a readiness to receive salvation just as it is, 
from an apprehension of its true nature, a most prominent 
| charac ter of whiel is, a deliverance from sin, and the par- 
| tigipation of holiness. It is to be willing to be and to do 
| just what God commands; to bate sin, and to love holi- 
iness. The absolute willingness of God to pardon every 
sinner who is willing to accept of salvation, was proved 
from his own declaration, ** As I live, saith the Lord, I 
have no pleasure in the death of him that dieth.”” It was 
also proved from his free invitations, and from the procla- 
| mation of his grace,x—Now is the accepted time. All the 
ends of the earth, including the whole world, are invited to 
look unto the Lord, and be saved. ‘The freeness and ful- 
nexs of this salvation was shown, in the voluntary death of 
Christ, and in the efficacy of his blood to forgive sin.— 
There is no obstruction on the part of God; nor is there 
any obstacle im the character of the sinner, who is willing 
to receive the gospel. Are the sins of the tranegressor 
numerous? The blood of Christ 1s sufficient to pardor a 
world. Has the sinner not had sufficient conviction to be- 
lieve now? If he has had enough to make him willing to come 
to Christ, he is weleome. Is the violated law, which curs- 
es the sinner, an obstruction ? Christ has magnified the 
law and made it honorable. Does he need repentance, 
and faith, and anew heart? This willingness includes 
them all. But the objection is,—Men need the Spirit of 
God to make them willing; why talk about willingness, 
when this grace tonst come from God ? The answer is,— 
Sinvers may be willing, and it is their sin that they are 
not; and they are threatened with endless destruction on 
account of their unwillingness to accept the gospel, and be- 
cause they willingly and voluntarily reject it. Who can 
tell, if wen took up the subject of salvation in earnest, that 
they would not he favored with Divine influence? Lt is 
readily conceded that no one can merit this influence, nor 
is any one required to. It is the @we gill of God. And if 
any sinner should imagine that he can atone for past iniqui- 
ty, and redeem his soul, let him look at Calvary and a cru- 
cified Reedemer, and be astonished at his presumption.— 
Paul directed Timothy to “ instruct those who opposed 
themselves,’’ i. e. who followed iniquity to the damage of 
their own souls, * if God peradventure would give them 
repentence to the acknowledging of the truth; and that 
they might recover themselves out of the snare of the dev- 
il, who are taken captive by him at his will.’ We see 
here how divine agency and man’s voluntary efforts aré 
blended in holy writ, and how sinners are spoken of as “* re- 
covering themselves,” under this holy influence from God. 
Sinners cannot cast the blame of their unwillingness on 
him; for he charges it upon them as their sin, which if 

resisted in, will ruin their souls forever. From the wil- 
ingness of God to bestow salvation,—from its freeness to 
** whosoever will,’’—from the fulnese of the atonement of 
Christ awd the efficacy of his blood to pardon,—and from 
the certain perdition of those who reject the gospel, all 
were invited now to inunediate repentance, and to a vol- 
untary acceptance of the gospel.

Bellary, East-Indies.—From a Report, dated Aung. 30, 
1830, it appears that at this station, onder the direction 
of the London Missionary Society, preaching is sus- 
tained and public worship attended at several different 
places. It is pleasing to remark, that worship is main- 
tained in Zillah jail, to between 4 and 500 prisomers, 
at six in the morning when opportunity is afforded.— 
In addition to stated services, once a week one of the 
Missionaries frequents the most public places of resort, 
for communicating the gospel in a way of familiar con- 
versation with the heathen. Numbers visit the Mission 
house ; and to such as can read, tracts are given, with 
scriptural advice. The native church consists of 16 
members. Some of the military attend public services. 
The candidates for church fellowship were 19. There 
is a native teacher, who is named Samuel! Flavel. 





Schools, &-c. in Bellary.—The Mission schools amount 
to nine, and the average attendance 270 ; and there are 
also a number of private schools. The press is con- 
stantly employed. 30,000 copies of sundry tracts in 
Canarese have been printed, besides other works for 
the Mission, and 1050 copies of different parts of 
the Bible. 





Tracts in Indit.—On the anniversary of a heathen 
festival, in’ Aprit tast year, two Missionaries distributed 
about 2000 tracts, and 150 portions of Scripture. {n) 
consequenee of this, a Lingum Gooroo and four of his 
disciples have since visited Bellary, from a distance of 
200 miles, for the professed object of being instructed 
in Christianity, they having seen the tracts. They de- 
clare that they have renounced the worship of idols, 
and are inquiring after the true God. On their depar- 
ture, they were furnished withthe gospels in Canarese, 
and a few tracts. They promised to return soon, with 
their families. 


Missionaries at Sea.—In a letter from Mr. William 
Harris, Missionary, dated off St. Jago, Jan. 2, 1831, 
he relates some of the perils of his voyage. He says, 
on Dec. 6,3 A. M. “a sea dashed against the ship's 
side with such violence, that it stove in the bulwarks 
of the quarter-deck, and carried one of the guns attach- 
ed to them overboard. As I gazed upon the sea, lash- 
ed into fury, and every minute breaking over the ship, 
and as I listened to the funeral wwilings of the wind, 
blowing with a violence scarcely to be exceeded, what, 
I thought, would our friends feel, were they aware of 
our situation! An involuntary tear stgrted in my eye. 
People may talk about realizing un adequate idea of 
death, by mental effort alone. ‘The thing is impossi- 
ble. My impression, in the situation already mention- 
ed, was one unknown before.’ In the conclusion of 
his letter, he obsérves—* Although not without sea- 
sons of depression, we are happy. Indeed I can say, 
that since 1 came to sea, I have tasted a cup of -happi- 
ness more large, and richer, than any that ever touched | 
my lips before.

On receiving a de- 
i spatch from his ambassador in Austria, March 5th, the king 
of the French immediately issued an order calling 80,000 
| young sekliers into active service, 
” ‘Travellers in France say that regiments, either exercis- 
ing or marching, are to be met with in every direction, and 
that the military mania of the days of Napoleon has com- 
pletely revived. An army of 60,000 men is about to be or- 
ganized on the frontiers, under the title of the army of Tta- 
ly; and Marshal Gerard is already on his way to assume 
the command of it. 
A new French Ministry was announced at Paris, Mareh 
14, consisting of Casimir Perier, Baron Louis, M. Barthe, 
Montalivet, Count d’Argout and Admiral Rigny. It does 
not appear.that Marshal Soult retires. 
There was a mob in Paris on the 9th, which attacked 
the hotel of the Russian Ambassador, amid cries of “* Down 
with the Russians !? aad * The Poles forever !’’ broke his 
windows, and then bent their steps towards the Chamber 
of Deputies the Members of whieh they assailed with in- 
sulting and seditious denunciations. 
Belgium.—M. Surlet de Chokier has been chosen Re- 
gent of Belgium, and has taken the oaths. ‘The House of 
Nassau is fuwpever excluded. M.S. was chosen by 108 
votes to 49. 
The King of Holland has formally acceded to the terms 
of separation, adjusted by the allied Ministers in London, 
and a Britich fleet has been ordered for the Scheldt to en- |

Austria is determined to put down the revolution ia Tra- | 
ly, and Metternich is said to have threatened that if France 
interposes, the Austrian Cabinet will support the claim of 
| young Napoleon to the throne of his father. But the war 
party in France gathers strength every day. The new ad- 
ministration, it is true, is even more amicable than the 
last, but ite permapency is donbhted. 

All private letters from Vienna concur that orders had 
been despatched fram Vienna for the entrance of the Aus- 
trian army into Modena. Austria has at this moment in 
Lombardy a completely equipped corps of 80,000 men. 

A bloody battle had been fought on the 24th and 25th 
February, before Praga, in which the Poles were de- 
feated. “There had been a succession of battles from Feb. 
17th to the 25th. March 8, sn express arrived at Paris, 
stating that Feb. 28 Warsaw had surrendered at discretion, 
and the Polish revolution terminated ; but this news ap- 
pears at least premature. Warsaw was invested, but had 
NOT FALLEN March 2. The Russians have crossed the 
Vistula and occupied Radom. 

The rapid advance of the Rozsians may be accounted for 
from the Polish troops not having been well supported by 
the Polish peasantry. They do not seem jo understand the 
use of stone wall and fences as well as our forefathers did. 

The first skirmish took place Feb. 14, in which the 
Poles under Gen. Dwernichi, took 11 pieces of cannon, 
and 2300 prisoners. 

The Russians under Diebitsch advanced in heavy masses, 
and obliged the Poles to concentrate their forces near 
Warvraw. The Polish wecounts state the Russian loss in 
various affairs from the 14th to the 17th at 10,000 men. 

According to a letter from Cracow, the Polish army had 
quitted the right bank of the Vistula on the Ist inst. after 
seuing fire to Praga, but they left 5000 men to defend tete- 
de-pont. The number of wounded men in Warsaw is stat- 
ed to amount to 18,000, and there is scarcely a private 
house which does not contain sume.

DISSENTERS THE INSTRUCTERS OF THE PEOPLE. 
It was remarked by the poet Cowper, when 
king of a sermon of Paley’s, that the Church 
of England possessed the advantage of having 
Clergy for all descriptions of people—the higher 
fot the rich, and the lower fer the poor; that 
there ought in that case to be three or four cler- 
gyinen in every parish. The Clergy he added, 
were to be found often enough in the Louses of 
the rich, but they sellom knew any thing of their 
poor parishioners. 

If England is now first in arts, we owe this 
chiefly to the Dissenters. There is a curiousand 
instructive volume, published in 1816, by Israel 
Worsley, in which he shows that the Dissenters 
never neglected education, and hence through- 
out England, wherever Dissenters are found, the 
jose ey will aiso be found to be less stupid and 

rutal, « 

Like most other wealthy Corporations, the 
Church of England has acted on a narrow and 
exclusive spirit, and so far from England owing 
any thing to that Establishmeut, it is, we fear, 
chiefly owing to it that the nation, which has 
made the greatest advances in the arts and in- 
dustry, has net only the worst instructed peas- 
antry in civilized Europe, but ranks nearly the 
lowest in science. The state of education of the 
Clergy, according to a competent judge, Dr. Ar- 
nold, of Rugby, is of the most narrow descrip- 
tion, and while they cannot supply from them- 
selves the scientific wants of the nation, they 
have influence enough to exclude laymen of me- 
rit from the scientific situations for which they 
are fitted. The persecution of the celebrated Dr. 
Halley, and other celebrated men, is well known 
to all who are familiar with the history of the 
Royal Society. 

The Church drew from the Puritans, and their 
descendants, most of the men who cotiferred lus- 
tre on the body. Lightfoot, Wilkins, Tillotson, 
Butler, Secker, Stillingfleet, &c., will always be 
her principal ornaments. Latterly, since the va- 
lue of her high places has become so enormous, 
interest and uot merit has almost exclusively en- 
joyed her chief benefices. 





JEALOUSY. 

It is said to be ‘ cruel as the grave.’ Certainly 
nothing is more unjust toward our fellow men, 
and searcely any of the evil passions of fallen tia- 
ture, are more tormenting to their possessors.— 
Take an instance which actually occurred. 

A gentleman was counting over his money, in 
the presence of his wife and a neighbour. Hav- 
ing occasion to leave the room, his money was 
left within reach of the above persons. On his 
return, he counted it again, and a part of it was 
missing. He thought he could not suspect his 
neighbour, a man of much gravity and reputed to 
be virtuous in a high degree. The deed was 
charged to his bosom friend. Here it rankled 
and festered for years. The lady could not for- 
get this wanton and cruel accusation. Confi- 
dence was destroyed, and with it, domestic hap- 
piness. In doing this, the husband erred; he 
should have suspended his judgment, till some 
light was thrown on the subject. Afier several 
years, the secret came out. This neighbour’s 
conscience forbade him peace, till he disburden- 
ed his guilty breast. He went to the man arid 
confessed that he took the money. Here the in- 
nocence of the good woman was fully attested ; 
‘but not untii the peace of the family had been 
torn, by a jealousy as merciless as it was ill 
founded. 

We believe that few minds are much given to 
this unhappy passion, who are not themselves 
conscious of depravity hidden in their own hearts. 
Judging others by themselves, they are ready to 
accuse all around thom, on the slightest occasions, 
and often without any occasion.
